U. S. Sends Ist Negro Diplomat To S. America 

William Cruser George, former consul in Mon- 
treal, Canada, was reassigned to Taramatago, a 
province in Dutch Guiana, and became the first 
Negro diplomat assigned by the U. S. State Depart- 
ment to serve in South America. George, 53, entered 
the foreign service in January, 1929, and is one of 
the Department’s oldest employees in point of serv- 
ice. He had previous service in Liberia, and Copen- 
hagen, Denmark. His assignment to Taramatago 
is part of a new State Department policy to integrate 
Negroes in overseas posts, and followed criticism 
by Congressman Adam Clayton Powell, who said 
last fall that the U. S. was not making full use of 
the abilities of Negroes as diplomats. George, whose 
brother John entered foreign service in 1945, is a 
graduate of Howard University (Class of 1927) and 
is married to the former Juanita James. His assign- 
ment also made possible the first meeting of the 
brothers in 25 years when both were temporarily in

Dr. Marguerite Cartwright was refused service in a 
Chicago restaurant while in the city to speak on National 
Brotherhood Week, the noted New York educator charged 
this week. Atty. Jesse Mann said he would file suit against 
John C. Annes of Johnny’s Steak House in behalf of Dr. 
Cartwright and Ronald Shilen, adult education director 
for Ford Foundation, who claim they were refused service 
by a waitress who said they must have a reservation. 
When they called back a few minutes later, the couple 
said, they were told no reservation was necessary. The 
charge could cost the restaurant $1,000 damages and loss 
of liquor license.

SAY BOYCOTT LAW WOULDN’T WORK 


When deputies in 
Montgomery, Ala., 
moved swiftly last 
week to round up 
90 Negroes charged 
with persuading 
members of their 
race to stop riding 
city busses rather 
than take a back 
seat to whites, the 
city’s 47,000 Negroes 
quietly buckled down 
to show they still 
meant business. They 
walked to work in a 
spiritual demonstra- 
tion, highlighted by 
hymn-singing, shout- 
ing and praying 
mass meetings. Car 
pools, cabs and all 
other forms of mo- 
tor transportation 
used for 13 weeks 
were abandoned. 

“Not a single race- 
loving Negro will 
drive his car or use 
any kind of motor 
transportation  to- 
day,” intoned Rev. 
Ralph D. Abernathy 
to a throng of 5,000 
which jammed the 
church and _ spilled

over into the streets. “Those of us who have cars will 
walk today wherever we go so those who always walk 
may know we are walking with them. And you know,” 
he mused, “nobody will ride the busses.” Applause thun- 
dered, the balcony creaked, and shouts of hallelujah rang 
out with old time revival fervor. When he clutched his 
fist and again intoned that “we will walk everywhere we 
go,” the crowd responded with a hymn: Onward Christian 
Soldiers. 

“We don’t intend to march on the courthouse, any in- 
stitution or any person today,” Rev. M. L. King Jr. stressed, 
“because there is no tension between Negroes and whites. 
There is only a conflict between justice and injustice.” He 
told the spirited audience that weapons must be used to 
win this conflict. “We have chosen our weapons: the 
bible, not bombs; the Constitution, not Communism; law

books, not lawlessness; valor, not violence.” He added that 
in a democracy a man “could protest. That is the glory 
of democracy. We are free men and we can protest,” the 
indicted minister proclaimed. 

While protesting their mass arrests, the Negro leaders 
repeatedly raised the question of their right not to patron- 
ize facilities where they are mistreated. But a more se- 
rious question was raised as to why this same anti-boycott 
law won’t work for Negroes in Alabama. 


“Why,” a leader in the bus protest asked, “didn’t they 
use this same law to help Negro grocer John Smitherman 
in nearby Selma, Ala., when white wholesalers banded to- 
gether and staged a boycott (JET, Dec. 29) against him? 
(Smitherman’s prosperous grocery store, located in the 
town of 12,611 Negroes and 10,229 whites, was reduced 
to empty shelves and a few 
smelly fish when a boycott 
by white wholesalers forced 
Lim out of business and out 
of Selma.) 


To this question, Ala- 
bama’s Atty.-Gen. John Pat- 
terson, in an exclusive JET 
interview, had one answer: 
“Smitherman complained 
to this office about an al- 
leged boycott against him. 
We have not turned the 
matter over to a grand jury 
because we can only enter a 
case when the local law en- 
forcement machinery 
breaks down. But, if what 
Smitherman told me is true, 
the squeeze on him was ef- 
fective. .. . This was unfor-

Another an- 
swer may be 
found in the 
words of a bus 
protest leader, 
E. D. Nixon, 
whose home 
was bombed: 
‘‘We have no 
boycott. We 
have a protest. After indictment, Negroes prayed “thank 
They hada you God for allowing us to walk.” 
protest at the University of Alabama where Autherine 
Lucy was protested out of school. But there were no ar- 
rests. We stopped riding busses when we were arrested. 
Now we’re arrested for not riding.” 

As the week wore on, Negroes, with unnerving clarity,, 
set about to show that something was wrong with Ala- 
bama’s justice. By week’s end, the governor, James E. 
Folsom, was virtually in agreement. 

“There is no way to settle racial tension except through 
a Christian approach,” he told a television audience as he 
established a bi-racial commission to work out a plan. 

As things stand now, Negroes, bent on settling for noth- 
ing short of freedom to sit anywhere on the busses, are 
more determined than ever to hold out. “We walked 
13 weeks in the cold and rain,” a minister said, “now the 
weather is warming up and we will walk until we become 
first class citizens.” While Negroes walk, the bus company 
and the city are hit hardest where it hurts most—in the 
pocketbook. The company which grossed nearly a million 
dollars last year and paid the city $19,047 is losing more 
than $3,200 daily. Quipped one aging Negro: “They’re 
bound to run out of money before we run out of patience.”

House Favors Booker T. Monument In Va. 

A bill to establish a Booker T. Washington national 
monument in Franklin County, Va., has passed the House 
and been sent to the Senate. The measure would provide 
$200,000 for a museum, parks, recreational areas, road and 
monument markers on the site where Washington was 
born in a slave cabin. Virginia officials said they would 
appropriate $17,000 to buy the land from Mrs. Portia 
Washington Pittman, if the measure gets approval. 


Mississippi Gov. Vetoes Bill To Bar FBI Probes 

A bill aimed at blocking FBI investigations of Mississippi 
elections and court procedures was vetoed by Gov. J. O. 
Coleman, following a “change in conditions,” said Cole- 
man, who had asked the legislature for the measure. He 
cited the refusal of the Justice Department to intervene 
in the Emmett Till case and said “Mississippi has nothing 
to fear from honest investigations limited to federal ques- 
tions.”

An angry Jamaica, B.W.I., woman, Mrs. Louise Spencer, 
38, was arrested and charged with assault after she 
poured scalding hot water on her husband, Victor, be- 
cause he failed to have dinner ready for her when she 
came home from work. Mrs. Spencer, who told police she 
is the family breadwinner, said her unemployed husband 
was playing dominoes instead of cooking. 





Henry Armstrong Reunited With Wife 

Henry Armstrong, 43, ex-triple-crown boxing champion 
turned evangelist, was reconciled with his wife of 22 years, 
Willa Mae, in Los Angeles, after he went into court seeking 
temporary alimony from her.

In the seclusion 
of his 54-room 
French castle, De- 
troit’s fabulous 
Prophet Jones, 
ruler of the Church 
of the Universal Tri- 
umph, Dominion of 
God, Inc., last week 
pondered whether 
the very devil him- 
self was not at work 
in his million-dollar 
domain. Indeed all 
hell had broken 
loose. The chief 
source of his trou- 
bles: a double-bar- 
reled morals charge 
levied by police, ac- 
cusing him of 
“gross indecency” 
and “attempted 
pas = gross indecency.” 
Sitting in jail bull pen after his arrest, The penalty, if 
Prophet Jones buries head in hands. guilty: $2,500 fine 
and 5 years imprisonment—far from a golden throne. 

Just how indecent had “His Holiness” been? According 
to policeman John Henry, a young, handsome, 165-pound 
rookie who was pulled out of training to begin undercover 
work in the Prophet’s haven last October, the cult leader 
had gone the limit. Using the ruse of a sore arm, under- 
coverman Henry had wrangled his way into audiences 
with the Prophet, who used such hocus-pocus as tying 
green and red ribbons around Henry’s waist in effecting 
a cure.

was enough to make even a well man deathly ill. Thinking 
back, James Francis Marion Jones, 48, who calls himself 
Dr. James F. Jones, could recall such complications as the 
trouble with the rabbit hunters, one of whom last Janu- 
ary peppered his Cadillac for want of a parking space, and 
a second who fired a shot in the “castle” after demanding 
to see the Prophet. Furthermore, the Prophet’s rolling 





stock—a Cadillac, a Buick and 
a Lincoln—was twice ran- 
somed after being picked up 
for uncollected debts, includ- 
ing an $865 overdue grocery 
bill. The stunning climax to 
his troubles was his arrest on 
the morals charges and the 13 
hours he languished on Cell 
Block No. 607 until his release 
on $2,500 bond next day. 

Peeking temporarily from 
under this avalanche of prob- 
lems last week, Prophet Jones 
declared his innocence. Said 
he: “I am guilty of no wrong- 
doing, and I did not do what 
I am accused of.” Then he or- 
dered the “castle’s” wrought- 
iron gates locked, and sent 
forth a disciple with the mes- 
sage: “God has told him not 
to give any more interviews.” 

In Detroit this week there 
rumbled the words of the 
Prophet’s own chant: “All is 
well,” but Detroit echoed back: 
“All is not well.” 

And widespread was the be- 
lief that maybe judgment day 
had arrived for the Prophet.

Lucy Case Hearings Open In Alabama Court 

A Federal Court hearing in Birmingham was scheduled 
to bring the Autherine Lucy case back into the spotlight 
this week as attorneys for the banished U. of Alabama 
student sought: 1) her readmission to the school; and 2) 
an injunction to prevent her being denied dormitory fa- 
cilities. Meanwhile, on the campus at Tuscaloosa, student 
petitions seeking readmission of Miss Lucy, gained little 
headway, with an estimated 500 out of the school’s 7,000 
students and faculty signing. In Montgomery, Rep. W. L. 
Martin of Greene County proposed that the state cancel 
a $375,000-yearly grant to Tuskegee Institute if a Negro 
student is permitted to study at an all-white state college. 


Justice Dept. Enters Arkansas Integration Dispute 
The U.S. Justice Department will support efforts of the 
Hoxie (Ark.) School Board to integrate Negro and white 
pupils, marking the first time the government has acted 
voluntarily in a school case since the Supreme Court’s 
1954 decision. The board, under attack from anti-integra- 
tion forces, had previously won injunctions against them.

There’s one thing about a dog: when other people 
cut out on you because you’re broke or beat or scan- 
dalized, the pet will stick around.

That’s 
probably why they call a dog a man’s best friend. 
They could say that a man who doesn’t have a 
friend or a dog is in one helluva shape. Like Sugar 
Ray Robinson says he was not too long ago. 

Sugar was sitting at a dinner table, eating 
steak, talking about how tough it was when he 
didn’t hold a fighting title and people weren’t 
overly-eager to see him in person. With an 
unbelieving tone of voice, he talked about how 
he had trusted certain people only to discover 
that they were stealing from him. In a moment 
of soul-searching, he revealed how his own ego 
—or supreme confidence—tricked him. Sugar 
freely admitted the mistakes of his past, spoke 
of new ambitions. But the thing that hit him 
hardest, Sugar said, was the quick disappear- 
ance of his “friends.” 

“T thought I had made thousands of friends,” said 
Sugar, four times a boxing champion, “but I was 
wrong. I only had made acquaintances. Passing 
acquaintances. When I looked around for a friend, 
nobody was there. I wondered: Where did every- 
body go? I didn’t want money from them. Some- 
times it was just a sincere opinion that I sought. 
Sometimes I wanted just a word of encouragement. 
But, nobody was there. I hope you never-have to 
go through that experience. It’s terrible.” The man 
who listened was one of those who had been less 
than a dog to Sugar Ray in his terrible times.
